Beginning with the story of the 
coming of the gentle ox to earth under the orders of the King of Heaven, the tale follows 
the adventures of the kindly "“Ox-boy" who marries the lovely daughter of the King of Heaven, 
called the "Weaving-girl" because of her heavenly skill in that art. After five years of 
triumphs and hardships, the Weaving-girl, in spite of her love for her husband and their 
twins, flies away to the sky - eager to leave the tragedy and woes of the earth, having 
seen the horrors of war and sadness of the human lot. The Ox-boy, children and faithful 
oxen follow her, however, although they may be united once a year on July 7th when the 
"Double Seventh" holiday is held in China, in honor of the crossing of the Weaving-girl 
over the Sky River to see her family. The appeal of an animal story, in which animals 
have a great many things to say, the wisdom of an ancient culture and the color, action 
and beauty of a folk legend make this a fine addition to the group of legends of other 
lands.

BIG BROTHER $2.50 


* Dick solves an unusual and exciting problem for little sister Sally, Mrs. Green 
and the tall boy in this engaging story by the author of Watchdog and Baby Roo. First 
Sally's doll fell in the river, then Mrs. Green's umbrella, then the tall boy's jacknife. 
‘If Dick and Sally had not bought all the shoestrings the peddler had with the silver dollar 
they found, the problem of how to rescue the doll, umbrella and knife would never have been 
solved. But Mrs. Green didn't laugh at them for buying the shoe strings, and as the tall 
boy said, "it's not what you buy that matters. It's the way you use it" - a pertinent 
lesson in values. Again the illustrations, in full color and blue and white have a vigor 
of design and color, but again unfortunately, the humans look flat and limp. Here and there 
are borders striped with blue and bright colors. Large type and simple words make this 
suitable for second year readers. (Publ.)

Blyton, Enid Wayne L. McNaughton, D:st. 
MYSTERY OF THE SECRET ROOM $1.98 


Third in the mystery series involving the five "Find-Outers" and their dog, this 
is more or less an English equivalent of the Bobbsey Twins mystery story, and equally harm- 
less. "Idea-man" Fatty, Pip, Bets, Larry, and Daisy, ages ranging from eight to twelve, 
stumble on a ready-made mystery when they discover an oddly furnished room in an empty 
house. After some skirmishes with the blundering "Clear-Orf", the village policeman, in 
which the children experiment with disguises and invisible ink to tease him, their deter- 
mination to discover the mystery of the secret room leads them into inquiries, explorations, 
@ capture and escape and finally to the seizure of an international gang of thieves when 
their good friend Inspector Jenks steps in. Bright British chatter, but the plot is a bit 
too thin and hurried. Not top drawer Blyton. (Publ.) 


Burleson, Adele Steiner Steck 
; TOUGHEY $2.50 


Childhood reminiscences in story form seen through a long adult perspective - 
which destroys the sense of immediacy essential for keeping the child's interest. Twelve- 
year-old Toughey spends the summer of 1900 on a plantation in Texas - learning to ride and 
alternately playing and squabbling with her younger sisters, as well as becoming involved 
with the escape of a worthy convict, riding with possum-hunters and worrying about the fa- 
mily dog who had personality difficulties. Good material here, but the remoteness and 
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stiff, prim style nullify any appeal the story might have. Unpleasant illustrations in 
full color and black and white. (Publ.)

JOLLY JOKES AND JINGLES $1.25 


Venerable quips and cranks from the corn belt, most of the "snappy retort" va- 
riety, incomprehensible to adults but fuel for the sparkling junior personality. Short 
jokes attributed to celebrities or anonymous heroes like Pat and Mike or Hetty and Letty, 
rhymes, and limericks. Again the two-color cartoons - a deviation would be welcome: How- 
ever, this runs to standard Hart in format and material.

Balch, Glenn Crowell 
LOST HORSE : $2.50 


More in the romantic tradition of the wild stellion legends than the new Farley 
book, but perhaps for that reason, of more general interest, is this tale of King, the 
black stallion, his pursuers and friends, on the Western plains. The Darbys - Vince, the 
father, Milly, the mother, Ben, Steve and Dixie, in order to save the beautiful wild horse 
from the greed of the unscrupulous horse trader, Tom Sample, decide to brand King with the 
brand of their Tack Ranch. However, when Tom Sample comes triumphantly to Tack with Mr. 
Blair, & racing man claiming that King was an escaped colt from a famous stud who died al- 
most coltless, the Darbys reluctantly allow Sample to begin running down King and his wild 
herd. Sample's cruelty is soon brought to Mr. Blair's attention, however, but not soon 
enough to prevent one of his men from wounding King. The great horse, near death, is nursed 
to health on the plains by Ben and Dixie, and is finally brought back to Mr. Blair. However, 
Blair has a change of heart, and the stallion is released to the freedom of the plains. A 
good yarn with some informative glimpses of wild horses and horse running. Illustrations 
by Pers Crowell, too!

Hinkle, Thomas C. Morrow 
DAPPLE GRAY $2.00 


This time Mr. Hinkle is concerned with a bear hunt in the "old West", but the au- 
thor's overly sentimental view of horses and animals in general remains a constant. Dapple 
Gray, @ gelding raised by young Charlie Pratt, runs the gamut of human expressions and emo- 
tions, and shows on the whole, more intelligence than Charlis. It is Dapple, who with his 
pummeling hooves kills the deadly grizzly bear, while Charlie is in a tree, having dropped 
his gun. Disasters, pursuit and final death of the grizzly form the framework of the plot. 
in Maly Same Dapple behaves like a very precocious horse. Routine, but will probably 
sell.

Farley, Walter Random House 
THE BLOOD BAY COLT $2.00 


Farley fans will not be disappointed although this is almost too concentrated in 
technical details about the mysteries of harness racing for the general market. This story 
of a trotter and the boy who handled him has the sense of reality, mature development and 
communicative love of horses which has gained this author his large, articulate following. 
Tom Messinger, still in school but looking forward to a career on the trotting track, per- 
suades veteran racer Jimmy Creech not to sell his fine mare Queen, who is in foal. Because 
of the boy's genuine "feel" for horses, Jimmy allows Tom to board Queen at his uncle's farm 
and supervise the birth of the foal. In spite of Jimmy's failing health and fortunes and 
his smoldering bitterness and blind prejudice against young riders and new track methods, 
Tom patiently trains the beautiful blood bay colt. Under Jimmy's tutelage, Tom learns 
driving skills as well as general horse care and training. Of course there is the big race 
with everything at stake - money for Jimmy's operation, the colt's racing reputation, and 
the fortunes of Tom.

THE ADVENTURE OF FINDING GOD : $1.50 


A woman with a long experience of high school teaching and with a real flair for 
writing, the author here deals with questions that have been raised by students she has 
known and talked with over the years. This she does in the form of letters written to them 
in answer to specific questions such as “Is God real?" "How may we find God?" "What about 
the Bible?" "Can poets and artists help us to find God?" "How do you pray?" "What may we 
believe about immortality?" This is a good book for leaders of young people and for young 
people themselves. The language is simple, the thought clear and the style arresting. To 
be recommended. (Publ.) 


Grant, Frederick C. Abingdon-Cokesbury 
AN INTRODUCTION TO NEW TESTAMENT THOUGHT $3.75 


Students of the New Testament and theologians will welcome this scholarly book 
from the pen of the well known New Testament authority, Professor Frederick C. Grant of 
Union Theological Seminary. It is a closely written book, scarcely suited to the average 
man in the pew and yet easily read. It should be of interest to ministers and other Chris- 
tian leaders who make no pretense of theological scholarship. The chapter headings indi- 
cate the ground covered in the book: "The Scope of New Testament Thought", "Revelation and 
Scripture", "The Doctrine of God", "Miracles", "The Doctrine of Man", "The Doctrine of 
Christ", "The Doctrine of Salvation", "The Doctrine of the Church," "New Testament Ethics". 
All of the key ideas of the New Testament and of our Christian faith are reviewed in their 
historical setting with a view to determining what was the actual teaching of the New Testa- 
ment on the subject. (Publ.) 


Harmon, Nolan R. Abingdon-Cokesbury 
MINISTERIAL ETHICS AND ETIQUETTE $2.50 


This is a book which offers ae manual of conduct for ministers. It deals with 
the practical problems which every minister confronts. How to keep his intellectual and 
spiritual life aglow, how to keep fit physically, how to be a family man as well as church- 
man? What about his duty as a citizen? Is he to mix in politics? What about his rela- 
tions with his brother ministers? Is pastoral calling essential? The book gives valuable 
hints for the conduct of public worship, funerals and marriages. The author has studied 
such codes for ministerial conduct as the various denominations have drawn up. He has also 
secured the opinions of some 80 leading pastors. This is a good book for theological stu- 
dents and young ministers, for it gives them the advice of men who have had to learn the 
hard way what to do and what not to do in the Protestant ministry. (Publ.)

THE LION AND THE LAMB $2.50 


* Gerald Kennedy, now the Bishop of the Portland area of the Methodist Church, is 
one of the most popular preachers in America today, and this volume of his sermons gives 
ample evidence of the basis of this popularity. Gerald Kennedy is up-to-date, his messages 
deal with the real issues of modern life. Furthermore they are couched. in a style that is 
fresh and arresting with illustrations and turns of phraseology which stay by the reader. 
More important still, Gerald Kennedy's message deals with a vital religious faith. There 
are no essays on ethics or disquisitions on the philosophy of religion. He is dealing in 
all of these sermons with the paradoxes of the Christian faith, such as "Logic and Life", 
"Sin and Grace", "Judgment and Forgiveness", "Personal and Social", "Weakness and Strength", 
"Tension and Peace." This is great preaching and it should be one of the best sellers 
among books of sermons. (Publ.) 


Macartney, Clarence £. | Abingdon-Cokesbury 
MOUNTAINS AND MOUNTAIN MEN Of THe MBLE $2.00 


This volume of sermons is from the pen of the veteran pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Pittsburgh. The church is in the midst of the downtown business sec- 
tion of the city and has been maintained as a powerful force in Pittsburgh life largely 
because of the vigor of Dr. Macartney's preaching and the strength of his personality. 
These sermons represent conservative, evangelical, expository preaching at its best. (Publ.) 


Miller, John Homer Set Abingdon-Cokesbury 
TAKE A LOOK AT YOURSELF $2.00 


The pastor of a Congregational Church in Springfield, Mass., here endeavors to 


‘ give answers to people who are asking themselves: How can I rise above the things that are 


confusing and tormenting me and become the person I would like to be? Some sample chapter 


headings indicate the ground covered: "Slow Down and Live Longer"; "On Being Healthy Minded”; 


"Stripping Your Mind of Its Illusions"; "Don't Mind Your Troubles"; "Beyond Peace of Mind." 
There is little that is deep and soul searching in this book. For the most part, super- 
ficial poultices are supplied to the superficial wounds of the soul. But there is practi- 
cal wisdom here and an abundance of usable illustrative material. So while it is by no 
means a significant book, not a few preachers and other Protestant church leaders will no 
doubt be interested in it. (Publ.) 


Newton, Joseph Fort Abingdon-Cokesbury 
EVERYDAY RELIGION $1.25 


The late Dr. Joseph Fort Newton had a long and most influential ministry as pas- 
tor of the City Temple in London and latterly as rector of the Church of St. Luke and the 
Epiphany in Philadelphia. For many years he wrote "The Saturday Sermon" for the Philadel- 
phia Evening Bulletin and it was upon the insistence of his many readers that this collec- 
tion of sermonettes has been published. Each is based on a Biblical text and the message 
is practical, attempting to show how to attain unto a more satisfying life by applying the 
principles of the Christian religion to everyday living. This would be the most suitable 
book for personal or family devotions. (Publ.)

MODERN PARABLES $1.75 


* This is a collection of true stories about real people each of which brings out 
a moral and spiritual. truth. Fulton Oursler says that he "offers these tales that illus- 
trate great truths in constructive living in the confidence that in every life there is 
significance and that, every day and every hour man walks in the midst of living parables, 
himself an actor in them." Many concern people alive today and identified by name. Gene 
Tunney, Professor Legon of Union College, Blackstone, the Magician, and many others. They 
are well told -- some of them are gems of the story-telling art, the one about Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's classmate, for example. One suspects that some of them, at least, have appear- 
ed in Guideposts, that little periodical edited by Norman Vincent Peale, which has gained 
such wide circulation and to which Fulton Oursler is a contributor. While Oursler is a 
Catholic, there is nothing sectarian about this book. Indeed it is only in the broadest 
sense a religious book. The stories will no doubt provide illustrative material for many 
& sermon, many & lecture. If the sermons and lectures are as well written as these para- 
bles, the hearers will sit up and listen. But if they are of the same spiritual depth, 
no one will find himself beyond the life lines. (7/6) 


Bewer, Julius A. Harper 
THE BOOK OF ISAIAH $.75 
Volume II 


This and the other volumes in Harper's annotated Bibles series should be included 
in every minister's library. This particular volume is prepared by one of America's best 
known Old Testament scholars, Professor Julius A. Bewer. It deals with "The Second Isaiah" 
(chapters 40-55) and “The Third Isaiah" (chapters 55-56). Through the introduction and the 
critical notes to the King James version Professor Bewer brings to the reader in compact 
form the findings of Biblical scholarship as to the meaning and message of these sections 
of Scripture.

DOCTORS COURAGEOUS $3.00 


* The charge often made in Communist circles that Americans are money-mad, and that 
in their relations to foreign countries they are imperialistic exploiters can find no more 
effective refutation than the story of the work of medical missionaries as told by one of 
the most eminent among them. David Livingstone and Albert Schweitzer in Africa, Dr. Scud- 
der and Dr. Forman in India, Dr. Dodd and Dr. Shepard in Turkey, Dr. Parker and Dr. Coch- 
rane in China are among those whose life work is described by Dr. Hume. It is a fascin- 
ating and heart-warming story. As Alan Gregg says in his foreword: "If you seek examples 
of the spiritual awards of medicine, they are in this book. If you doubt that love can 
cast out fear, read it. If you want models of how to survive when you are in a threatened 
minority, they are here. You may agree that the time for adventure has not passed." The 
book deals with Protestant medical missions, but there is no sectarian emphasis.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE THESSALONIANS $2.75 


This is one of a series of commentaries based on the Moffat translation of the 
New Testament. Its aim is to bring out the religious meaning and message of these letters 
of the Apostle Paul. The author, a member of the faculty of Kings College, Aberdeen, 
brings to this study established scholarship and a literary style which makes for clear 
exposition. This is a book which many a minister will want to add to his collection of 
"tools of the trade." (Publ.) 


Nixon, Justin Wroe Harper 
RESPONSIBLE CHRISTIANITY $2.50 


One of the most influential among liberal Protestant leaders attempts in this 
volume to chart out the role of Christianity in the world of today. He comes to grips with 
such questions as these: "Does the intellectual outlook of the educated people of today 
leave any room for religion?" "What is the basic weight of the Christian religion?” “In 
what way is the Christian faith particularly relevant to the needs of men in this age?” 
"Responsible Christianity” is a Christianity which deals honestly with the claims of the 
past and of the present. This is a thought-provoking book. Clergymen and theologians of 
the liberal school of thought will welcome it. (Publ.) 


Poteat, Edwin McNeill Harper 
PARABLES OF CRISIS $2.75 


This is a series of studies of sixteen of the parables of Jesus as recorded in 
the Gospel of Luke. They are all drawn from the last forty days of the ministry of Jesus, 
@ period characterized by great tension. For by then the crowds about Jesus were restless 
and querulous; the disciples were increasingly anxious and Jesus' own words and actions 
were growing in intensity. Dr. Poteat of course draws in each chapter a parallel between 
the crisis of A.D. 31 and the crisis of 1950. The expositions are based on good scholar- 
ship and deep religious insight. The point of view is that of Protestant liberalism. 

More apt to appeal to clergymen than to lay readers. (Publ.) 


Suzuki, Daisetz Teitaro Harper 
ESSAYS IN ZEN BUDDHISM $3.75 


This is the first American edition of this interpretation of Zen Buddhism which 
is the branch of Buddhism that has been developed by Chinese scholars. The author was @ 
distinguished Japanese scholar and his essays on this subject were first published in 1926. 
This is an easily read but comprehensive exposition of the philosophy of spirituel develop- 
ment known as "sudden enlightenment". Zen Buddhism represents a fusion of the messages of 
Mahnaya Buddhism and Taoism and gives a philosophy of life not at all incomprehensible to 
the Western mind. Those who are interested in mysticism will find this study enlightening 
and for students of comparative religion it is indispensable. (Publ.) 


Thomas, Elbert Harper 
THIS NATION UNDER GOD $2.75 


Senator Thomas of Utah has rendered a real service in preparing this volume though 
the title of the book and particularly the headings of its various sections give the im- 
pression that an exaggerated nationalism is to be sanctified. "Is Ours @ Land of Destiny?” 
"Our Leaders Under God", "Our People Under God", “Our Unique Heritage” are titles which 
give the impression that God is the sole possession of the United States of America. Sen- 
ator Thomas is proud of America, and here justifies that pride by pointing out how reli- 
gious is our heritage. An interesting feature is a brief sketch of the life of each Presi- 
dent with quotations from his writings showing the impact of religious faith upon him. 
The author is a Mormon but the material in this book is assembled and presented om 4 non- 


sectarian basis. (Publ.) 
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Richardson, Alan Oxford University Press 
THE GOSPEL AND MODERN THOUGHT $2.00 


Canon Richardson of Durham, England has given us a solid volume designed "for 
thinking people knowing the importance of scientific fact and needing assurance that faith 
and theology can maintain their truth by scholarly standards." The book gives evidence of 


the author's thorough grounding in theology and philosophy for his is a scholarly dis- 
cussion of such subjects as "The Knowledge of God", "Science, Religion and Philosophy”, 
"The Historical Basis of the Christian Faith". Withal it is a very readable book. Will 


appeal to the clergy and thoughtful laymen. (Publ.)

Haecker, Theodor 


The ever increasing number of Christian thinkers, Protestant and Catholic, who 
are influenced by Kierkegaard, will welcome the publication in English of the diary of 
Theodor Haecker. Converted to Catholicism in 1920, Haecker was quick to realize the im- 
plication for the Christian faith of the Nazi regime and did not hestitate to attack it. 
As @ consequence, he was arrested and the pages of this Journal were written at night 
during his imprisonment, secreted, and published after his release. These are the re- 
flections of a deeply spiritual philosopher and they are important because of the message 
they bring and because of the added insight they give to the messages of Kierkegaard, 
Pascal, Peguy and the existentialists. A book for philosophers and theologians. (Publ.)

& Blanton, Smiley § FAITH IS THE ANSWER $2.75 


A new and completely revised edition of the 1940 edition, then published by 
Abingdon-Cokesbury, this brings up to date the clinical procedures of minister and psychi- 
atrist, in the re-establishment of security and faith, through religion and science.

Brunner, Emil Westminster Press 
THE CHRISTIAN DOCTRINE OF GOD $6.00 — 


One of Europe's most noted theologians has given us the first volume of a series 
of serious works on dogmatics. Brunner is one of those who are insisting upon the vital 
importance of theology to the Church of today. He is addressing himself to those who are 
involved in the thinking of our day. For them he holds an ail inclusive and thorough 
re-examination of the intellectual and philosophical aspect of their faith to be in- 
dispensable. After a preliminary examination of the basis and task of dogmatics, Pro- 
fessor Brunner devotes the main part of his book to a discussion of the nature of God, 
and of the will of God. This is a book which will appeal primarily to teachers and 
students of theology and to ministers concerned with the doctrinal basis of their message. 
However, as there is a revival of interest in theology and as Brunner is highly regarded 
in theological circles, do not underestimate the appeal which this volume will have.

Report repeated from page 70 of the February lst bulletin, when scheduled for

Snow, C. P. Macmillan 
TIME OF HOPE $3.50 


A book of introspective portraiture rather than a novel of action - this is the 
almost slow~motion story of the development of Lewis Eliot, barrister of the Temple. From 
@ hemmed in childhood, accented by a dominating and possessive and ambitious mother, limit- 
ed by a father who was a perpetual failure, Eliot knew early the line he must take- and had 
the wit to turn down successive chances at easier ways out. Sensitive to the point of being 
almost psychopathic when it concerned his relationship with the oddly ill-adjusted Sheila, 
he was willing to take slights, hurts, delays when his professional aspirations were con- 
cerned. He rode over almost insuperable hurdles; he used those aids his friends could give 
him, without always giving payment in kind. He was not always admirable nor even likable. 
But he became a rising young barrister, in the '20's - a failure only in his human rela- 
ee: tions. A portrait of the times - highlighted rather than rounded canvas - this story leaves 
an odd impression of detachment, emotionally- an almost coldly analytical dissection. Better 
written than the average modern novel - it yet fails to capture the heart of the reader. The 
link with its predecessor, Zhe Light and the Dark is in the person of Lewis Eliot, narrator 
in that novel of a period just beyond that encompassed in 7Jime of Hope. Not for a wide mar- 


ket.

O'Flaherty, Liam Devin-Adair 
TWO LOVELY BEASTS $2.75 


* Twenty short stories- brief instantaneous visions of the Gaelic spirit, the peas- 
ants and countryside- in a prose with the lyric beauty and intensity peculiar to the Irish 
writers in the tradition of Synge. The title story, which is indicative, is a finely in- 
cised vignette, a poetic parable; the two lovely beasts, two calves, are symbols of a peas- 
ant family's bitter struggle for life and prosperity at the expense of the community. Pub- 
lished in England a year ago by Victor Gollanecz, the poignant stories in this first Ameri- 
can edition are illustrated by wood cuts by John H. De Pol. Sensitive material for the 
discriminating reader.

Franklin, Jay Duell, Sloan & Pearce 
CHAMPAGNE CHARLIE $2.50 


One of those indulgences in which Charles E. Hoskins, a married man and financial- 
ly flat, wishes up some champagne which materializes, finds that his powers of conjure ex- 
tend to all intoxicants. In the many predicaments this provokes, Charles is committed into 
the hands of a psychiatrist, escapes, decides to open up a bar but runs afoul of the union 
and later of Treasury agents, is summoned by Washington and is wanted as a good will ges- 
ture by the British Ambassador, is taken by the Russians who are about to deport him, and 
finally returns to his wife to make use of his talent privately rather than publicly or 
profitably.... You can't get very high on this- and there's certainly no hangover.

Robison, Gerda Harper 
THE VANISHING POINT $3.00 


* A carefully sustained drama of family pride and passions, of the destructive dom- 
ination of a father, to which the somnolent, sequestered world of the bayou country lends 
& particular fascination. Sent to Aubinsdale, the vanishing point from where his brother- 
Tony- had disappeared six years ago after an elopement with Alison Rathbourne, John Merrill 
delicately carries on his search for Tony, disbelieves the story circulated by Major Rath- 
bourne that Tony had abandoned Alison before her death. And there too he faces the unex- 
plained in Dana Rathbourne's desertion of Isobel whom he loved, his silent subjection to 
his father, intolerant, tyrannical. In Isobel's final confrontation of Dana, to which 
Merrill bears witness, Merrill gets the answer to the death of his brother, and Dana, in 
his confession, gains his freedom from the past and his father to marry Isobel... This 
period, the early 19th century, and the inbred, untouched, unreal world here heighten the 


quality of a holding story.

Brown, Frederic 
HERE COMES A CANDLE $2.75 

A departure for the omnipresent Mr. Brown- for this is not 4 mystery story, though 
it ends on a news item that might well have taxed the ingenuity of -his character in other 
books, Uncle Ambrose, to unravel the steps leading up to the tragedy. This is Joe Bailey's 
story, told on two time levels. Currently, Joe is trying to make himself into a smalltime 
racketeer. He has cut his eye teeth on the numbers racket and is being offered an "in" on 
@ big gambling joint near Milwaukee. The insecurity of his childhood, conditioned by a 
nursery rhyme and its follow-through and his own guilt complex from his six-year-old in- 
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volvement in his father's death, make him reach out for moneyed security. While basic 
character, and his deepening love for Ellen Dravich cause him to shrink from the implica- 
tions of the tieup with Mitch and his gangsters. Throughout this main thread of story 
here is interspersed in italicized flashbacks, successive scenes from the childhood exper- 
jences. And the whole culminates in a violent end, just as Joe and Ellie face a good fu- 
ture together. Fast paced narrative and sound psychological angles, but geared to those 
who like tough thrillers rather than more subtle writing.

Surmelian, Leon Z. Dutton 
98.6° $3.00 
Almost a Snake Pit of tuberculosis, this concentrates- sometimes clinically, some- 
times sensationally, on the story of Daniel Moore who coughs his way through a number of in- 
stitutions, lacks the emotional sympathy of the other book but provides a full documentary 
on this disease, its pathological reversals, its grim patter, its graveyard humor. Daniel, 
just completing college, is first sent to a state hospital where conditions are unspeakable, 
later chases the cure in a private san where he has a friendship with Grimard, a Hollywood 
writer, an affair with Mildred who hemorrhages to death, and where- after two years of 
pneumothorax and then pneumolysis- he is cured. Discharged, he goes to wind up college at 
U.C.L.A., has a wild, wanton affair with an older woman, relapses and is sent back to a 
State Hospital where he expects to die. But Grimard arranges his transfer to another in- 
stitution, provides the money for a new drug which results in an amazing, immediate cure. 

An anatomy of this disease and its therapies, its victims, which has a certain morbid fas- 
cination. (Public Libraries may find that it offends on other charges.) 


Amrine, Michael Houghton, Mifflin 
SECRET $3.00 


A journalist, who handled public relations for the lobby of atomic scientists, 
works the news into 4 novel which overlooks story values, gives generously with words, and 
argues around the humane versus the scientific conscience. This is the story of Ben Halver- 
son, & physics professor end a rather gentle man, who leaves the private world of research 
for this century's great adventure in atomic energy. This follows Halverson from Oak Ridge 
to Los Alamos to Japan to clean up the mess- where for the first time his faith in science 
is shaken; then to Washington, lobbying about the control of the bomb; then to the speeches 
he gives when he decides his loyalty to his race is greater than his loyalty to his country 
which spark off a Washington witchhunt; back to teaching, and finally to the recall by Wash- 
ington to work on a new and supersecret project with a brilliant scientist, once a Nazi, 
and in so doing he forfeits the friendship of his oldest colleague... The questions here of 
private conscience versus public patriotism, of the reach of science which may be beyond 
our control, these are valid talking points in which the need of a narrative is submerged. 


Harris, Cyril g/ Little, Brown 
STREET OF KNIVES ; $3 .00 


* The ever-fascinating story of Aaron Burr here explores his relationship with his 
natural son, Hugh Shadwell, when Burr summons him to join the expedition for the conquest 
of a western empire. This follows their course south, stopping at river towns, haranguing 
for volunteers, Burr's perversion of his aims and the seduction, not only of allies, but 
their wives. It gives a perceptive view of Burr's domination of his daughter, Theodosia, 
his inability to manage her husband, his winning of Blennerhassett because of his wife, 
Margaret's, devotion to Burr; it shows how every bond is forged to hold Hugh loyal to him. 
But Hugh's eyes are opened when the treason his father plans becomes clear to him even 
though his help aids Burr in his final escape. A portrait of a forceful man, dedicated 
however wrongly, deep in love with deviousness and able to use his skill in words for "gold 
and glory along of me" and bend circumstances to his will, which displays historical fic- 
tion at & more respectable level and in less garish light.

CUT AND ENGRAVED GLASS: 1771-1905 Pre-$5.00 Post- $5.95 


A specialized market but an important one - in the first book on the subject of 
American cut glass. The author, an authority and collector, claims that almost no Irish 
or English glass was imported, that most of what is thought to be imported is American, 
and that American cut glass has a long and honorable history. This book should be to col- 
lectors in a relatively new field, what the Ruth Webb Lee books are in their field. Her 
aim is to help the collector in classification and identification, but the text- and the 
150 pages of drawings and photographs, should be of interest to anyone who wants to be in- 
formed on American arts and crafts. She describes the four collectible types, describes 
the positive test for authenticity, the clues to imitations. The chapters on how glass 
is made, on the processes of cutting, engraving and etching, on famous names in the field, 
provide a rounding out of less detailed data in other books in the field. The three main 
periods are the Early American Period, the Middle Period, the Brilliant Period, and in 
each she analyzes the outstanding types, characteristics, and makers. Anyone brought up 
on Kimberly, Pinwheel, Strawberry-Diamond and Tan will feel a sense of rediscovery, of 
learning about the ancestors of the cut glass of our parents' days. The Appendices are 
very important, with Motif Chart, list of Known Patterns, Trade Marks, Glossary and Index.

A history of New Mexico which concentrates on a careful presentation of new m- 
terial dealing with the period 1608 to 1680, recently unearthed in Seville.

A LITTLE TOUR IN FRANCE $4.00 

The revival of interest in Henry James will give impetus to the reissue of this 
once popular travel book, or more strictly speaking a record of his personal impressions 
of that part of France that was not the Paris he already knew. The reader's measure of 
enthusiasm for the book will inevitably be somewhat in proportion to his familiarity with 
the scene. My own preference for Chenonceaux and Azay-le-Rideau over all other chateaux 
finds gratifying echo in Henry James' own enthusiasm. Perhaps that is why this part of 
his book seemed to me the best. For me, he failed to convey an impression that makes its 
mark when writing of parts of rural France I did not know. His enthusiasms are, perhaps, 
too guarded, his prejudices too evident. And his tendency to stress architectural as- 
pects beyond setting and atmosphere puts his book on a plane that demands more technical 
knowledge than the average armchair traveler contributes to his reading. But much of the 
book has charm and grace and is enhanced, for those who know their French literary back- 
ground, by allusions to his beloved Balzac, and in lesser degree to other writers associa- 
ted with the sectors covered,- and by knowledge of France's history. His journeyings took 
him through most of the chateaux country, then south from Nantes to La Rochelle, through 
Gascony from Bordeaux to Toulouse. Carcassonne and Avignon are given more stress, probably 
because they inspired in varying degrees his enthusiasm and his prejudice. Finally, via 
le Cote d'or to Dijon, with return to Paris luring him on. Nostalgic recall, in part, es- 
sentially Henry James throughout, this will find a double audience. The fine photographs 
(32 of them) and the introduction by Michael Swan add to the value of the book today.

JOURNEY INTO THE SELF: Leo Stein $4.00 


A fairly extensive collection of letters, articles, extracts from notebooks of 
Leo Stein who is certainly- generally speaking- an unfamiliar figure. Introduced by Mabel 
Weeks who believes that his work was more significant than his sister Gertude's and will 
outlive hers once "time has weakened the impress" of her personality, Leo Stein was highly 
neurotic, introverted, unintegrated, for years lived in the self-bound world of psycho- 
analysis. The letters here reflect his interest in the world of inner experience; they 
@lso reflect his intellectual pursuits- writing, painting, reading; his health fads; his 
break with Gertrude and his contempt for her autobiography- "that farrago of clever anec- 
dote, stupid brag, and general bosh"; his love through the years for Nina which fluctuated 
in intensity until it culminated in ae marriage of later years; the progress of his writing; 
etc. etc. A part of that eccentric, esoteric world which included Lawrence, Mabel Dodge 
Luhan, Maurice Sterne, Stein's name and audience is a limited one.

For the average reader, seeking information about 
the specific birds included, the accompanying notes are very good reading, a combination 
of close observation and personal experience in seeking out the birds he is depicting. 
From the Hebrides to Iceland, from Wales to the waters of southern England, from close 
observation through a glass, from blinds built near nesting places- the artist has pursued 
his hobby with passionate fidelity and devotion. There is wide variation in selection of 
birds,- game birds, golden eagles, falcons, owls; to goldfinch raven and kingfisher.

Reminiscences that cover thirty six years of service on reservations all over 
the West. Starting out as a school teacher from New York in 1899 and later becoming Ind- 
ian Agent, Mr. Kneale and his wife gave a lifetime of service to tribes in Nebraska, Utah, 
Wyoming, Nevada, Montana, Arizona, etc., with an obviously sincere devotion to the Indian 
peoples and their work. Garrulous and rambling, those with a special interest in our orig- 
inal Americans and particularly in the administration of their affairs will find this a 
helpful and frank report based upon experience rather than conjecture or scholarship; how- 
ever, this is much too limited both in style and scope for popular appeal.

AIR POWER: Key to Survival $1.00 paper $2.95 cloth 


Again an insistent, impassioned plug for air power which, although de Seversky 
Claims that this is a critical time as we re-arm again, has not the immediacy of the first 
book Victory Through Air Power to carry it to @ popular public. Answering back and attack- 
ing other strategists throughout the text, de Seversky argues that our aeronautical poten- 
tial is neglected; that Russia's strength is our own creation; that it is wrong to assume 
that the next war will be fought on the same lines as the last; that the Navy is obsoles- 
cent; that the atom bomb presents the same problem of delivery as other weapons and its 
powers of devastation have occasioned much hysteria; that the Battles of Germany and Bri- 
tain have produced an underestimation of the effectiveness of sir power; that we must 
think of air power as a fighting force as well as a bombing force; that it is important 
to re-arm Europe; and finally that two thirds of our national defense effort should go to 
the Air Force.... A book which once again will cause controversy, although the reaction 
will probably be limited to specialists rather than the general reader.

A GUIDE TO PROFITABLE INVESTMENT $2.00 


The whys and wherefores of the estimated 75%, who lose among the investors each 
year, and analysis of rules by which losses should change to gains. He discusses the cy- 
cles of business, the importance of timing; he debunks some of the Wall Street witch doc- 
tors' procedures; he views the rights of the stock holders; he urges capital increase ra- 
ther than quick turnover on trading.

GENETICS AND THE RACES OF MAN $6.00 


Not geared for the layman, but of topical interest(which may draw.some of the 
onlookers in the fold) is this tussle with the fussy subject of the races of man from the 
geneticist's point of view. In general the book summarizes changes in anthropological 
thinking, its scientific basis, and how genetic knowledge may apply to the study of man. 
Beginning with a brief mention of cultural anthropology and the work in physical anthro- 
pology, the author reviews a few fundamentals of genetics - heredity and environment 
factors, factors modifying gene frequencies (mixture of populations, mutation, natural 
selection and genetic drift). The author then takes issue with the anthropological defi- 
nition of race which presumes "racial" characteristics are "non-adaptive”, not subject to 
the action of natural selection. Evidence, or lack of it, would point to the impossibil- 
ity of recognizing “original strains", of establishing an “ideal type" or finding an over- 
all race difference. The genotype of the individual is derived from the population from 
which he sprang, but is not absolutely pre-determined - extent of variation depends on 
degree of genetic variability present in the species in question. The best classifcation 
of the races of man, the author feels, is based on genetic classifications. The problem, 
then, more investigation in the field of genetics - to investigate the nature of genes, 
and their geological distribution in the study of the evolution of races. The book ends 
with a glimpse into the future as well as some theories about the past, based on blood

OUR REJECTED CHILDREN $3.00 


* Again some aggressive, experienced and effective-reporting in which another sore- 
spot in our public health system is attacked (Shame of the States, etc.), this is the 
story of juvenile delinquency in America and our reform (in name only) schools from which 
an approximate seventy per cent graduate into adult crime. The itinerary here includes 
most of our state institutions and some private ones, their methods which feature anything 
from psychology applied with leather to brutal corporal punishment, their conditions which 
display segregation, regimentation, overcrowding, repression, and only rarely a psychiat- 
ric program or recreational facilities. There is also an anatomy of delinquency which 
shows that there is no one cause or no one cure,- and that places the responsibility on 
slum environments, on parents, on juvenile courts and detention cells, on the community, 
and on our crime-centered culture (radio, movies as well as comics). In this indictment 
there are many indications of the ways in which delinquency can be prevented- and if not 
prevented- later handled as it has been in the minority of the more enlightened training 
schools. The material, much of which appeared earlier in PM and the Woman's Home Companion 
is forceful and fascinating.

A very personal and almost sketchily scant account of an attack of infantile 
paralysis as it was experienced by the author, this follows the five months spent after 
the onset of the disease in a New York City hospital. The world as it seemed from the 
four corners of a bed; the feelings of hostility, anxiety, fear to which they were all 
prone; the "life raft" of the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis; the visits 
from his wife, his publisher; the other victims- particularly the children; and finally 
the victory- after much doubt and hope- as he walks again. Not as extensive a record as 
last year's My Place To Stand (Bentz Plagemann- Farrar, Straus), this is a little in- 
substantial for the general market. 
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Topp, Mildred Spurrier Houghton, Mifflin 
IN THE PINK $2.50 


There's plenty of get-up-and-gallop to the further experiences of Mrs. Spurrier 
and her family when they live through a turbulent year in Greenwood, Miss., in 1908. It 
is Grandpa White who sometimes joins battle - whether it be on the question of a painting 
donated by Mr. Goldstein to the Church (is it Grant, Jackson or Santa Anna?);of impress- 
ing, to a sudden fare-you-well, two mystified Union comrades on a visit; or in seeing 
through Mr. Phinney who is bringing culture to "Our Fair City". Then again it might be 
Miss Tempe, who, when her husband elopes with a waitress, takes the girl's three children 
to live with her, thereby not only confounding smug society but also learning courage from 
the boy and earning Mrs. Spurrier's backing in a new way of life. Or maybe it is Aunt 
Gertie, whose Yoga exercises landed her in almost unextricable contortions in Niagara 
Falls; or perhaps it is the raising of money for the Monument, or the heroism of the 
town's tough man who found that Christmas could be happy without a drink, or Miss Madge 
whose brood of children turns any event into a cataclysm. Any way you look at it, the 
laissez-faire attitude toward various hot potatoes adds up to a somewhat magnified vision 
of a southern community, in part sentiment, part humor, part amplified local lore that 
produces a smiling, rather than a laughing, total.

SEA ROAD TO THE INDIES $4.50 


An examination, documented by contemporary accounts, of Portugal's sea power, 
begun by Prince Henry, the Navigator and ending with the epochal voyages of Vasco da Gama, 
this fills in the background of the period and presents vivid biographies of the country's 
great seamen. There are the conditioning forces which sent the Portuguese navigators over 
the deep sea, the accomplishments of each which built up to the armada that Dom Vasco cap- 
tained - the armada that did prove there was a sea road to the Indies, which became the 
chosen route until the building of the Suez Canal. But for all the importance of Dom 
Vasco's three amazing expeditions, the whirlwind his later followers reaped through his 
ruthless, cruel, selfish, untrustworthy actions is shown in contrast. A report not only 
for historians but also for those whose interest has to do with feats of seamanship, this 
is comprehensive in its coverage of an era and its outstanding, intrepid sailors.

PROTOCOL AND THE PEABODIES $3.00 


When two people, working in the State Department and assigned to Italian affairs, 
meet and marry in some haste, it takes a farm - imperfect and demanding - and 4 pregnancy 
to establish their sense of values. At least that is what the author found out and this 
is her two-level account of their work in Washington, their search for the land they want, 
and the combination of two ways of life. With the help of the Department of Agriculture, 
the local AAA and the county agent, the Micoccis get deep into loans, title searching and 
the life of rural amateurs. They inherit chickens who are known either as Mrs. Peabody 
and Her Relatives, or The Peabodies; they acquire goats, guinea hens, bantams; they meet 
odd characters and helpful neighbors; they garden, are adopted by a chicken killing dog, 
and with Harriet's pregnancy they face the fact that they are social sad sacks in Washing- 
ton and much, much happier on the farm. Tony however keeps on with his job, commuting 
60 miles to the place that keeps him sane, while Harriet, the baby and the animals, keep 
up with new projects and new discoveries about the complexity of simple matters of living 
on the land. Perhaps not quite wide-eyed, but definitely babes-on-the-farm accounting, 
this does have a fresh angle on the problems, and compensations,of country life which 
offers a direct human interest appeal.

SPRINGTIME IN PARIS 










Companion piece to the enchanting 7he Last Time I Saw Paris and with much of 
its charm, albeit at times a disturbing portrait. For Elliot Paul gives us a Paris where 
Communists number about one in three, a fact recurrently evident in a rather casual state- 
ment of fact, or record of dialogue, or evidence in action. There is no aggressive and 
militant Communism here, except as the Mexican visitors were deliberately harried on ar- 
rival, their way made difficult, until their identity as sympathetic, presumably, to the 
Communist goals cleared their way. Aside from this pervasive element in his portrait of 
a segment of a city (that rue de la Huchette we came to know so intimately in the earlier 
book), this is again a warm and human and frequently humorous profile, the mood of the 
French in postwar Paris, where black market dealings in currency were an essential factor 
in everyday living, where change had come, but the people went on, where gaiety and inef- 
fectuality and a lovable madness still dominated the character of place and tempo. There 
are slender threads of story, as for example the beguiling and wholly French tale of the 
gutterbum, Christophe, reincarnated as a respectable citizen by recognition of a chance 
resemblance to the Prime Minister. There's the puzzle of the D.P.'s and what to do with 
them. There's the story of the painting, and of how a penniless painter held up a hotel 
clerk for a vast sum when he heard that an accident had befallen the painting. Odd bits, 
episodic, anecdotal, incredibly Gallic - in the Paris of the Spring of ‘49.
